DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3, 7, 9, 1 1 , 1 5, 1 7, 20, and 25-27 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1, Johannes (NL 9101758) and Yassin et al. (US 6,505,780) do 
not teach, alone nor in combination, the combination of: 

a tag located adjacent to a front of a seat or located adjacent to a rear of the 
seat, so that a distance between the tag and an outside of the seat is small, such that 
the identification information of the vehicle can be obtained via a tag reader placed near 
the tag attached inside the primary vehicle seat, 

wherein the vehicle seat includes an internal member extending between the 
front side and the rear side of the vehicle seat, 

wherein a front side of the internal member faces substantially in a forward 
direction, and a rear side of the internal member faces substantially in a rearward 
direction, 

wherein the tag is disposed either on the front side of the internal member or is 
disposed on the rear side of the internal member. 

Claims 9 and 17 are allowable for similar reasons as claim 1 . 
Claims 3, 7, and 25 depend on claim 1. 
Claims 11, 15, and 26 depend on claim 9. 
Claims 20 and 27 depend on claim 17.
